THE CONSTITUTION (DISTRIBUTION OF REVENUES) NO. 2 ORDER, 2003 

In exercise of the powers conferred by article 275 of the Constitution, read with Section 36 of the Madhya 
Pradesh Reorganisation Act, 2000 (28 of2000), Section 41 of the Uttar Pradesh Reorganisation Act, 2000 (29 of 2000) and 
Section-40 of the Bihar Reorganisation Act, 2000 (30 of2000), the President, hereby makes the following Order, namely:— 

,. 1. This Order may be called the Consti tution (Distribution of Revenues) No. 2 Order, 2003. 

2 .. The General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 1897) shall apply for the interpretation ofthis Order as it applies for the 
interpretation of a Central Act. 

3. The upgradation grants recommended by the Eleventh Finance Commission for the period 2000—2005 
have been divided on the basis of the relative proportion of the number of districts in each of the successor 
States. Further, the special problem grants recommended by the Eleventh Finance Commission for the period 
2000—2005 have been divided on the basis of the particular locations of the schemes among the successor 
States. ■
